The motto of the 
book might be “To eat is a neces- 
sity but to eat intelligently is an 
art.” 

Mrs. Fisher has no dealings with 
the modern up to date kitchen. She 
goes poking about in the kitchens 
of King Solomon, Richard the Lion- 
Hearted, and people in that class 
of society. King Solomon, she says, 
was so interested in eating that he 
kept eleven stewards snooping about 
in other countries to keep him in- 
formed about what was new in wines 
and foods. 

You have heard of the Roman 
gentleman called Lucullus who gave 
the best dinner parties of his day. 
Lucullus played favorites as he sort- 
ed his dinner guests into different 
rooms. His intimate friends and his

From a poultry order that Mrs. 
Fisher unearthed in the Harleiai: 
Manuscript, it is evident that Rich- 
ard, the Lion-Hearted was a hos- 
pitable soul who liked to keep open 
house when he wasn’s off to a cru- 
sade. We quote just a few lines from 
the order: 50 swans, 110 geese, 50 
capons, 11 dozen pullets for roast- 
ing and 5 dozen to make jelly, 5 
herons, 100 dozen peacocks. The 
| meat of seals and whales was pop- 
ular. Sweet soups of cinnamon and 
rose water were served at almost 
every meal. We can laugh, of course. 
but as Mrs. Fisher says, a few cen- 
turies from now what will the people 
of that day be thinking of our 
marshmailow and pink jelly salads. 
French ccokery which receives 
the highest praise is in reality the 
simplest, Mrs. Fisher believes. Its 
characteristic flavor comes from 
herbs, sweet butter, cream and long 
heating in earthern ware pots. As 
the French nation has butter for 
the foundation of its cookery, Itali- 
ans have olive oil, Germans lard. 
Russians sour cream, English, drip- 
pings, and Americans — Mrs. Fisher 
is an American and, at present, a 
Californian, so we’ll have to take 
this last assertion in good faith—‘“a 

flavor from innumerable cans.” 


One of the greatest kitchen crimes 


today, Mrs. Fisher insists, is mo- 
; notony. Fish-on-Friday, roast-on- 
| Sunday, hash-on-Monday are re- 
‘sponsible for many nervous wrecks 
‘and homicidal manias. It is just as 
| harmful to eat in the same room 
; day after day, year after year, in 
: the same dishes, with the same pic- 
tures on the wall. Standard meals 
like steak and baked potatoes, pork 
|and apple-sauce, yams and sausage 
| are excellent but they can stand a 
little revamping. If you can’t think 
of anything else, Mrs. Fisher sug- 
' gests, tint the potatoes red or blue! 
If you listen to Information 
' Please, Canada Dry’s sparkling pro- 
| 8ram, you will know Clifton Fad- 
iman who is literary editor of the 
| New Yorker and has enough brains 
‘to fill a dozen hats. Mr. Fadiman 
has edited a book which comes out 
| this month called “I Believe.” It 
; consists of the beliefs of 32 eminent 
/men and women of our day. Among 
{them are: Thomas Mann, Pearl 
‘Buck, Lin Yutang, Hendrick Van-
